Lowrey, cashier of the Americus Na- 
tional bank of Americus, Ga., which 
failed two years ago with a loss of a 
half million dollars, was found guilty

on three counts, charging false entries, 


by a jury in the federal court here at 
midnight. The jury was out on the 
case nearly eight hours. 

Lowrey was immediately sentenced 
to serve five years in the federal penl- 
tentiary at Atlanta. His lawyers filed 
a motion for a new trial and, pending 
the hearing of this motion, Judge 
Lambdin accepted a bond of $10,000 
for his release. 

There were seventeen counts in the 
indictment against Lowrey. Three of 
the counts charged abstraction of funds 
from the bank, and fourteen charged 
false entries on the books. 

G. D. Wheatley, assistant cashier of 
the bank, has been missing since the 
bank’s doors were closed. Lowrey, on 
the witness stand, put the blame for 
the failure on Wheatley. 

Hearing of the motion for a new trial 
will be held in Savannah at vacation 
time. Judge Lambdin left for that city 
tonight after adjourning court.

Douglas, Ariz, November 2.— After a 
day of comparative quiet following re- 
peated fighting during last night the 
Villa army before Agua Prieta late 
today bombarded General Calles“ gar- 
rison for a brief period. This at first 
was believed to be preparatory to a 
fifth assault upon the Carranza 
stronghold, but developments early to- 
night indicated that General Villa had 
decided to wait until tomorrow before 
making another attempt to storm the 
city.

General Funston, who ar- 
rived and assumed command in Doug- 
las today, and Brigadier General 
Thomas F. Davis were endangered by

This move, 
coupled with reports that Villa in- 
tended shelling Douglas and that Gen- 
eral Funston was preparing to in- 
terfere in Mexico, caused apprehension. 

It was stated, however, that no move 
was contemplated against the fight- 
ing Mexican factions unless either was 
guilty of an overt. attempt to endanger 
American lives and property. 

Many women, whose homes were 
spattered with bullets during the fir- 
ing around Agua Prieta last night, left 
the city. General Funston ordered all 
civilians kept out of a zone within 
range of the boundary, while houses of 
the exposed Mesa facing the boundary 
line were cleared of occupants. 

M American Troops Arrive. 

Infantry battalions were shifted to 
strengthen the United States army po- 
sition facing the Mexican battlefield. 
Four troops of cavalry ‘ordered from 
Naco, Ariz., arrived this evening. Three 
other troops of the thirteenth cavalry 
have been ordered from Columbus, 
N. M., to further reinforce the Amieri- 
can mounted troops. 

Ammunition and reinforcements 
from the east for the Villa. army, 
which were looked for shortly after 
noon, were reported coming through 
Gallardo pass late today. 

General Villa made every effort to 
provide provisions and water for his 
thirsty and half-starved men and he 
apparently had succeeded this after- 
noon, The water supply at Gallardo 
ranch, destroyed two weeks ago by 
General Calles’ men, was restored and 
a large supply of flour from some 
source reached his line. Villa dis- 
tributed provisions to his men tonight. 

The damage thus far done to Agua 
Prieta appeared to observers on the 
American side to be confined to two 
half shattered windmills, a few obliter- 
ated adobe houses in which a number 
of women and children camp follow- 
ers, Were killed and to torn places in 
the wire entanglements ‘where Villa’s 
Yaquis attempted to storm the town 
last night. .

When physi- 
cians arrived at the house they were 
told that Miss Whittenberg had fainted 
while entertaining Stanford, her fiance. 
The girl was rushed to the emergency . 
clinic at the Grady and as soon as pos- 
sible the poison treatment was admin 
istered, after which she refused to talk 
to attendants. 

She later, however, stated that Stan- 
ford had some whisky with him and 
that she had taken a drink, immedi- 
ately afterwards becoming sick. 

The physicians notified police head- 
quarters, as Stanford had accompanied 
the girl to the hospital. 

After hearing what the doctors had 
been told, the“ took Stanford back to 
headquarters with them and question- 
ed him, but to no avail. He stated that 
he had had some beer to drink, but that 
he new nothing of the poison. 

While at the hosvital he had been 
railing against the city institution and 
making. remarks about the physicians 
who were working to save the girl's 
life.

FIFTEEN LIVES ARE LOST 
WHEN SHIP HITS ROGK 


The Steamer Santa Clara Is 
Wrecked in Coos Bay, 


Marshfield, Ore., November 2.—~The 
North Pacific Steamship company’s 
passenger steamer Santa Clara, plying 
between Portland and San Francisco, 
was wrecked late today on the south 
jetty of Coos bay, 170 miles south of 
Astoria, Ore., and tonight it was known: 
that at least fifteen of thé forty-eight 
passengers and crew of twenty-four 
have been lost. Several women and 
children were aboard but their fate 
was unknown. Among the dead is Cap- 
tain Gus Lofsted, of the Santa Clara. 

The vessel struck on the jetty in 
heavy weather and soon afterward the 
lifeboats were loaded. Half an hour 
later the vessel was reported a. total 
wreck. Aid was rushed from Marsh- 
field and other Coos bay points, but 
rescue work was difficult.

London, November 2.— The prime 
minister, Mr. Asquith, in the house of 
commons today .delivered before the 
largest assembly of the year his wide- 
ly heralded and much discussed state- 
ment on the progress of the war. The 
premier’s most important declaration 


Was that the war will be conducted by 


a cabinet committee of from three to 
five members, which will consult with 
the ful} cabinet on questions of the 


most serious nature. 

It is taken for granted that Premier. 
Asquith, Lord Kitchener, secretary for 
war, and A, J. Balfour; first lord of 
the admi „ \will be members of 
this council. The plan was expected 
and seems in the nature of a compro- 
mise to meet the criticism that a cabi- 
net of twenty-two members is un- 


wieldy. 

The notable interest in his state- 
ment was shown by the crowded house, 
all the diplomatic, peers’ and visitors’ 
galleries being filled to overflowing. 

The premier was given a warm ova- 
tion when he rose to speak, this being 
his first appearance in the house of 
commons ane hig recent fliness.

What Has Been Done. 

Premier Asquith's speech was a re- 
capitulation of what the government 
had accomplished in the past year in 
organizing a great army. He said that 
the gigantic overseas operatlons—the 
work of the navy in transporting 
troops—had been carried on with a 
loss of life considerably less than one- 
tenth of 1 per cent of the men en- 

gaged; that the great German fleet did 
not dare to show its face where it! 
could be attacked; that the Germans 
had not gained a foot of ground in 
the west since April. 

He revealed that Premier Venizelos 
of Greece had agreed to mobilize the 
the Greek army if Great Britain and 
France together furnish 150,000 men, 
and explained that any delay in going 
to. the rescue of Serbia was due to 
the belief that Greece would live up 
to her treaty obligations toward her 
neighbor. 

On the vital question of compulsion, 
Premier Asquith expressed optimism 
that Lord Derby’s scheme for recruit- 
ing would succeed, and said he was 
opposed to compulsion because it would 
endanger national unity, but was ready 
to adopt some form of compulsion if 
the voluntary enlistment system failed. 

Premier Asquith stated that Field 
Marshal Sir John French, com- 
mander of the British forces on the 
Franco-Belgian front, was now in com- 
mand of nearly 1,000,000. men. 

Mr. Asquith said the total casualties 
in France and Flanders amounted to 
377,000. 

He asserted the Germans had not 
made a net gain of a foot of ground 
since April.

Gelunbun Ohio, November 2.—For 
the second time in two years, Ohio 
voters today rejected a state-wide pro- 
hibition amendment to the. constitu- 
tion. Estimates based.on partial re- 
turns received at midnight show that 
the proposal was defeated by a ma- 
jority which may reach 40,000. Last 
year’s majority. against prohibition 
was 84,000. ‘ 

Incomplete . returns of 55 counties 
gave 45,200 for prohibition and 120,500 
against. Among the 33 counties yet to 
be heard from are several districts 
which are expected to give majorities 
of from 500 to 1,000 for prohibition. 
Prohibition was defeated in Cincin- 


nati by about 70,000 votess 

There was considerable uncertainty 
as the fate of the constitutional sta- 
bility amendment which would prevent 
for six years a vote on a constitu- 
tional proposal which has been twice 
defeated. Late returns, however, indi- 
cated that the proposal was rejected. 
Other constitutional proposals which 
apparently were rejected were those 
to extend the terms of county officials 
from two to four years and to exempt 
from taxation all public lands; 

Two laws subjected to referendum 
vote also were rejected, according to 
incomplete returns. One would change 
the method of selecting liquor license 
officials and the other would redistrict 
the state for congressional election 
purposes. Both were passed by a re- 
pwblican legislature.

ITALIANS STOPPED 


BY THE AUSTRIANS. 

Vienna, November 2,—(Via London.) 
The general Italian offensive which has 
been in progress for a fortnight has 
been met successfully by the Austrians, 
‘the war office announces, and is be- 
ginning to decline. The announcement 
follows: 

The third Italian attack against our 
coastal front which began on October 
18 and was renewed with fresh troops 
on October 28 begins to fail. 

“The enemy advanced on Sunday 
against the northern edge of the lofty 
Doberdo plateau with strong forces, 
which, however,-were weak at several 
points. The attack was in vain, and 
no longer general. Though the battle 
may again flame up, the attempted 
offensive on the main front, with at 
least twenty-five infantry divisions 
(300,000 men), which the Italian com- 
mander announced with brave words, 
has collapsed on the unshakable wall 
of our victorious troops. 

“On the Isonzo front the battle of a 
fortnight’s duration represents a gain 
for our army. Our front is unchanged. 
Likewise the defenders of the Tyrol 
and Carinthian fronts }’fetained ‘ firmly 
the pusitions they have heroically held 
since the beginning of the war.

TAKE CARE OF THE CHILDREN. 

Commendably and promptly has the city 
council met the issue of adequate exits and 
fire escapes for the Tenth Street school and 
the Boys’ High school, both of which were 
clearly. shown to be in need of additional 
exit facilities in case of fire or other condi- 
tions likely to create panic. 

The expense for these improvements will 
be comparatively small; a few hundred dol- 
lars will take care of both of them, and the 
burden upon the city treasury will be com- 
paratively insignificant. This is, of course, 
the greater reason why it should be done, 
and done promptly; but regardless of ex- 
pense, council cannot afford to ignore any 
step that will better protect and safeguard 


.the lives of the thousands of children at- 


tending Atlanta’s public schools. . 

It is inconceivable that the aldermanic 
board; at its meeting Thursday, should do 
otherwise than concur in council's action; 
concurrence should, and, we have no doubt 
will, be prompt and unanimous. 

Conditions as to fire escapes discovered 
in these school buildings should, and doubt- 


‘less will, serve as a lesson to city authori- 
ties in making future provision in this direc- 


tion. No school building should be erected 
at any time or place without full and care- 
ful consideration of possible fire or panic 
conditions, and complete provision for the 


easiest and most expeditious egress when- 


ever such conditions may arise. 

The board of education has long provid- 
ed a system of fire drills under which the 
pupils are taught to respond promptly to a 
fire call at any moment, and to leave 
their rooms and the building expeditiously, 


. promptly and systematically. This is the 


best safeguard of life that can be had—the 


-prevention of panic conditions. 


But of what avail is this instruction 
given the children, unless, when they reach 
the exits, they can file out orderly and to 
safety? Panic at the last moment would 
mean unquestioned injuries and perhaps 


fatality. 
Council should make provision for the 


careful inspection of every school building 


in the city as to fire conditions, and facili- 
ties for orderly emptying of the buildings 
on the moment of danger. Most of the 
school buildings are now well equipped to 
this end; every one of them should be. 

The safety of child life is an equally 
important problem with education itself, 
and council can afford to omit no step which 
will make that safety thorough and com-

eral Hubbard planned and then perfected 
would pass into the possession of some in- 


terests which were amply fortified by capi- | 


tal and experience to take over this insti- 
tution. General Hubbard was very proud of 
this achievement. It may have been sug- 
gested to him originally through his ex- 
perience with and intimate association with 
the late Collis P. Huntington. It may have 
been an entirely original plan. But consid- 
erable as were General Hubbard's achieve- 
ments as a lawyer and also association with 
several large interests—notably one of the 
largest lifo insurance companies in the world 
—nevertheless the establishment: of the in- 
ternational banking, corporation and the suc- 
cess which it gained were looked upon by 
General Hubbard as his chief achievement. 

At the time General Hubbard organized 
this institution the United States was prac- 
tically without any banking facilities in other 
parts of the world. This enabled Germany 
and England, for instance, to gain markets 
some part of which should have been obtained 
by the United States. The banking facili- 
ties provided by England and by Germany 
not only stimulated business in other parts 
of the world, but greatly facilitated that 
business. General Hubbard was persuaded 
that American industries could not obtain 
a reasonable share of the foreign markets 
unless banking facilities were provided in 
those markets. There was no aid at that 
time to be obtained from the national banks 
and not until the new national law was en- 
acted has it been possible for national banks 
to establish branches in other parts of the 
world. General Hubbard reasoned that an 
institution with sufficient capital, which 
was .occupied almost entirely with trans- 
actions of business through branches in for- 
elgn lands, ought to succeed and would suc- 
ceed if it were well managed. 

In this view General Hubbard was abun- 
dantly justifed, and there is no doubt that 
some part of the really marvelous growth of 
our foreign power since 1903 in manufactur- 
ed commodities was due to the facilities of- 
fered by General Hubbard’s institution. He 
was able to secure admirable connections in 
Paris, and he established for his bank 
branches in, India, China, the Philippines, Pan- 
ama, the Straits Settlements and in Japan. 

Taking Oer Organization. 

Here, then, were a considerable number of 
branch banks, the parent of which was @ 
New York institution, so established as al- 
most to make a chain around the world. 
These branches were well organized ard 
all of them managed with efficiency. Just 
at this time opportunity came to American 
industries to gain and to keep considerable 
markets in other parts of the world, which 
heretofore were possessed by England and 
Germany. Inder the new national banking 
law it is possible with governmental ap- 
proval for a national bank having a cer- 
tain stated capital to establish branch in- 
stitutions in other lands. Frank A. Vander- 
lip, president of the City bank, was the first 
to take advantage of the new law, having 
established branch institutions in some of 
the large South American cities. The ef- 
fect of. this enterprise is to be discovered 
in the reports of our increased trade with 
South American countries, although this in- 
crease in trade was not entirely due to the 
establishment of branch banks. Neverthe- 
less, the demonstration was excellent that 
branch banks in foreign lands are to be one 
of the chief factors in maintaining arid in- 
ereasing the foreign trade. 

The establishment of a branch, however, 
is not something that can be undertaken in 
a day or a week. Time is essential, and 
then there is always the question of person- 
nel, for it is not easy to secure right away 
the kind of officers which banks of that 
sort need. Présumably, for that reason, 
our national banks have not ventured into 
the Far East, although the reasons are good 
for inferring that President Vanderlip had 
contemplated establishing branches of his 
institution in the Orient as soon as possible, 

Excellent Organization. 

But here is a state-chartered institution 
which, with caution and diligence and with 
abundant capital, has been establishing from 
time to time branches in other parts of the 
world. It has perfected excellent organiza- 
tion, and this is doubtless chief among the 
reasons why, under the sponsorship of Pres- 
ident Vanderlip and his associates of the 
City bank, the institution founded by General 
Hubbard, is likely to be, if it has not al- 
ready been, purchased. For in this way 
a considerable number of “going” banks—to 
use a technical term—having good organiza- 
tions and efficient management which. is 
familiar with race characteristics, and trade 
characteristics as well, of the regions in 
which the banks are located, can be brought 
into the family of the National City bank. 
Presumably, 
selves which have appealed to the City bank’s 
management. If this be true, it resembles 
the purpose with which at first the federal 
or Illinois Steel company and afterward the 
United States Steel corporation secured uni-

“We have as our guests today two dis- 
tinguished men, whom I am now going to ask 
to take the platform together—dquite an un- 
usual thing for them to do.” 

He then called for Senator Hoke Smith 
and Clark Howell, and in the name of the 
Rotary club presented: them with two mag- 
nificent cakes with the greetings and best 
wishes of the Rotary club. Both received the 
testimonials with felicitous remarks.’ 

Senator Smith’s Address. 

After this Senator Hoke Smith was intro- 
duced to make the set address of the day. 

In beginning his address on the subject of 
British interference with the trade rights of 
the United States with neutral. countries, 
Senator Smith declared that the letter just 
sent by President Wilson to the British gov- 
ernment was a complete and exhaustive 
presentation of our position—in which the 
president specifically sets forth the just 
grievance of this country against unwarrant- 
ed and illegal interference with our trade 
rights. 

“The president’s letter will 3 to 
nothing unless public sentiment is back of it.“ 
said Senator Smith—“with the public senti- 
ment of this country back of it, it means 
everything.” This was greeted with enthusi- 
astic applause by the audience. 

“If we haven't the manhood to stand up 
for our rights, we simply jeopardize those 
that are still left to us in the foreign trade 
market,” said the senator, continuing. “As 
far as I am concerned, I propose in my place 
in the senate to stand by the administfation 
and to urge that nothing be left undone. to 
enforce in a peaceful way every right to 
which we are entitled. This does not mean 
war. I would not favor any warlike involve- 
ment in the great holocaust that is now 
sweeping Europe, but if we stand. up like 
men in a dignified way and demand the full 
recognition of our rights, Great Britain is, 
among all the other countries in the world, 
the very last one that can deny them to us 
at this time. (Applause.) 

Position Approved by State. 

“Some: of my best friends are differing 
with me in my attitude on this question, but 
I know that the rank and file of the people 
of Georgia are with me and with the admin- 
istration, and that I will have their support 
to the end of maintaining and preserving 
those rights.” (Applause.) 


The speaker went into detail to explain 


the British order in council providing for a 

blockade of the German ports in the North 
sea, and of the neutral ports of Holland, Den- 
mark, Norway and Sweden. How seriously 


the marketing of the south’s cotton crop was.

“These orders,” said the speaker, “are - 
legal and should be set aside. International 
rules of naval warfare were codified by the 
declaration of London at the conference of 
eleven nations. 

“Ten nations besides Great Britain helped 
prepare this declaration, and each nation, at 
the request of Great Britain, furnished an 
advance memorandum expressing its views 
covering the subjects that were passed upon 
by the conference.

New York, November 2.—Publicatton 
here of the Nst of delinquents who bor- 
rowed money from the United States 
government in order to get home from 

urope when the war started, did not 
cause any, rush to the United States 
sub-treasury office to repay the funds 
loaned. Of the names made public by 
the secretary of the treasury, 552 were 
supposed to be residents of New York 
city. Their names are on file in the 
sub-treasury here and a few of the 
debtors called there and promised to 
pay later. 

A random investigation of some ot 
the names and addresses contained in 
the list showed that many of the bor- 
rowers were not residents of New York, 
but gave fictitious names and ad- 
dresses.

Others could not be found 
at apartment houses given as their 
homes. One of the borrowers had been 
living in Paris for five years. Another 
fave an empty lot as his address. 
Others had gone west or declared they 
were never in Europe. 

A few of the delinquents who were 
found at the addresses they had given 
pleaded hard times and said they would 
pay up as soon as they could.

The Farmers’ union state warehouse 
bills, drawn by Representative Shipp, 
of Colquitt county, have deen com- 
pleted and will he pushed vigorously 


for passage. | 

A caucus will be held either tonight 
or tomorrow night, it is expected, to 
go over these bills and make any 
changes deemed necessary. 

It is altogether probable that bills 
other than these for a state warehouse 
commission will be introduced at the 
extra session and that there will be 
somewhat of a fight over the question. 

There are two of tne Shipp bills, one 
standardizing the grades of cotton ac- 
cording to the grades and classifica- 
tions fixed by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, and the other 
creating the state warehouse system. 

The entire supervision of the state 
warehouse system under this latter 
bill is placed in the hands of the state 
railroad commission, thus eliminating 
the state department of agriculture and 
the state department of commerce and 
labor. There has been considerable dif- 
ference of opinion among advocates of 
warehouse measures as to which of 
these departments should have super- 
vision, or whether one, both or nei- 
ther should be connected with the state 
warehouse commission. 

J. J. Brown, president of the Georgia 
Farmers’ union, last night issued @ 
statement in which he said that neither 
he nor Mr. Barrett, of the national 
union, are candidates for warehouse 
commissioner. 

The salient features of the Shipp 
bills follow: ) 

Warehouse Bill. 


The Farmers’ union bill, drawn by Repre- 
sentative Shipp, has the following main 
features: 

Section 1 provides that from and after 
September 1, 1916, there shall be a state 
warehouse board for the state of Georgia. 
to be composed of ex-officio, the members 
of the state railroad commissioners. This 
board shall elect one of their number as 
state warehouse commissioner; this one 80 
elected shall serve until December 1, 1916, 
when a new state warehouse commissioner 
shall be selected by the state board to 
serve for a term of one year, and annually 
thereafter the said state board shall select 
one of its members as state warehouse 
commissioner. The salary of such state 
warehouse commissioner shall be fifteen 
hundred ($1,500) dollars per annum. 
shall give his entire time to the duties of 
such office when not engaged in his du- 
ties as state railroad commissioner. Said 
board may, if in their judgment is neces- 
sary, elect an assistant state warehouse 
commissioner and fix his salary at an 
amount not exceeding two thousand ($2,000) 
dollars r annum. Said state warehouse 
commissioner and assistant warehouse com- 
missioner may be removed at any time by 
the board. The assistant state warehouse 
commissioner's term of office shall be fix- 
ed by the board. 

Section 2 provides that it shall be the 
duty of said board to study the conditions 
under which cotton is grown, harvested, 
ginned, baled, covered,. stored and mar- 
keted, and as a result of such investiga- 
tion to organize a system that will bring 
about needed reforms, and provide for the 
most economical and scientific handling 
of this crop from the fields to the mill; 
and when they have determined upon the 
best system of ginning, baling and cover- 
ing, to recommend its adeption by all gin- 
ners as fast as practicable without undue

Section 8 provides that the board shall 
accept as authoritative the standards and 
classifications of cotton established by the 
federal government:

Standardize Cotton Grades. 


The Farmers’ Union Bill to standardize 
cotton grades has the following features: 

Section 1 provides that baled cotton of- 
fered for sale in the state of Georgia shall 
be graded and classified according to the 
standard grades fixed by the United States 
agricultural department. 

Section 2 provides that any person grad- 
ing baled cotton offered for sale shall 
obtain a license from the state warehouse 
commissioner, who shall issue a commis- 
sion to such person to grade cotton in the 
state of Georgia only after examination, 
which shall satisfy him of the competency 
of the applicant to properly classify and 
grade cotton according to the United States 
standard grades. The state warehouse 
board shall collect a fee of five ($5.00) dol- 
lars from each applicant for such exam- 
ination, and shall likewise, in addition 
thereto, collect a license fee of five ($5) 
dollars per annum as a tax or license of 
every such person grading cotton in the 
state; provided, that nothing herein shall 

so construed as to require any such 
examination or license tax of any person 
buying cotton exclusively for his own use 
and benefit. 

Section 3 provides that any person grad- 
ing baled cotton offered for sale, without 
a license as herein set forth, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and be punished 
accordingly. 

Section 4 provides that whenever satisfac- 
tory proof is. made to the state warehouse 
commissioner that any person to whom a 
license has been granted under this act 
does not grade cotton properly, according 
to the United States standard grades, it 
shall be the duty of the state warehouse 
commissioner to revoke the license of such 
person. 

Section 5 provides that any person who 
shall willfully misgrade a bale of cotton 
offered for sale in Georgia shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, each bale constituting 
a separate and distinct offense, punishable 
as for a misdemeanor. A variation of 25 
points from the United States standard 
grade shall constitute prima facie evidence 
of willful intent on the part of the per- 
son grading the cotton offered for sale. 

Section 6 provides that the funds col- 
lected under and by virtue of this act shall 
be disposed of as provided for by the act 
creating the state warehouse board. It is 
hereby made the duty of such board to 
see that the terms and provisions of this 
act are carried out and observed. 

Section 7 provides that this act shall 
become operative and effective on and after 
September 1, 1916.

He stated that a resolution to allow 
the spur track laid was adopted on Au- | 
gust 16, of this year. On September 4 
he ordered the work not to proceed 
until the drawings for the grades were 
approved. In his statement Chief of 
Construction Hurt says: 

“The proposed spur track has a length of 
about 3.569 feet commencing at the uth- 
ern railway near McDaniel street, extending 
at surface grades across Humphries, India. 
Ocmulgee and Glenn streets, and Stewart 
avenue, and again across Glenn street. 
terminating at the Atlanta warehouse prop- 
erty, near Wells street. 

“In the design of regrading and widen- 
ing the section of Glenn street between 
McDaniel street and Lee street, the public 
demanded the entire elimination of the old 
grade crossings of the Southern and Central 
of Georgia railways. For this purpose the 
grades had to be readjusted at a great ex- 
pense, including the project’ of a future 
underpass at the Southern rallway crossing 
and Humphries street; grades had to be 
lowered at Humphries street about 4 feet; 
at the underpasses, excavations of about 20 
feet was necessary. New underpasses were 
constructed at the Southern and Central of 
Georgia railways; adjoining buildings. had 
to be lowered or raised, cut off or moved 
back as the new grades required, and the

London, November 2. —81r Edward 
Carson, who recently resigned from the 
office of attorney general in the cabi- 
net, initiated a4 discussion on Mr. 
‘Asquith’s statements in the house of 
commons. 

Sir Edward was listened to with al- 
most as great attention as was Mr. 
Asquith, with the expectation that 5 
would throw more light on the reasons 
for his resignation. Those who waited 
his explanation were not disappointed. 

Sir Edward declared that the cabi- 
nét’s slowness in deciding upon the 
policy of aiding Serbia was the main 
reason for his disagreement. He as- 
serted that the country was anxious to 
know whether its resources of men and 
materials were being used to the best 


Cabinet Incapable. 

He said that in his opinion the cabi- 
net, however useful in times of peace, 
was an organization and machine ut- 
terly incapable of carrying on the war 
under present conditions. 

It was his preference that the pre- 
mier should cut down the cabinet to 
five or six men, who would take the 
whole ‘burden of responsibility. 

Sir Edward condemned the govern-

All hope of 
inducing Rumania to come to Serbia's 
assistance will have been abandoned, 
and she may even find it (co her in- 
terests to join our enemies, and every 
encouragement will be given Greece to 
follow the policy of the king rather 
than Venizelos and his majority in the 
chamber. The loss to our prestige will 
be incalculable and a very grave men- 
ace to our eastern empire.” 


Urged Strong Force at Saloniki. 


The former attorney general told 
Mr. Asquith that he was quite aware 
of the difficulties suggested by t 
general staff, but that he felt confi- 
dent that if troops were concentrated 
at Saloniki and the naval power used, 
it would demonstrate that England 
had resolved to preserve their country 
for the Serbians. The result would be 
that Bulgaria would be weakened in 
her power to crush Serbia; the Anglo- 
phile and anti-Turk parties in Bulgaria 
would be strengthened and encour- 
aged, Rumania would be more likely to“ 
help and the policy of Venizelos would 
be greatly stimulated. 

“As regards Greece, I think,” fe con- 
tinued, “vigorous efforts should be 
made to compel her to fulfill treaty 
Obligations. It was at her invitation 
that we sent troops to Saloniki in con- 
junction with the French and we shall 
be rendered ridiculous in the eyes’ of 
the ‘powers if we are compelled to 
Withdraw and placed in a position of 
dishonor toward Serbia. 

“Greece—the king’s party—is afraid 
of the central powers, We ought to 
make her afraid of us. Our naval 
supremacy enables us to do this, and 
for my part I would not ‘hesitate to 
inform her that unless she was pre- 
pared to join the allies in defense of 
Serbia, we would break off friendly 
relations. 

“The policy of the war committee 
seems to me to lead to no helpful re- 
sult. I could understand a policy lim- 
iting all action to the western theater 
and using all our resources there, 
which is, I think, in reality what the 
war staff suggests, and in that way 
relieve the situation in the east, But 
to send an army to Egypt to await ac- 
tion which may or may not be possible 
on the report of a general sent to Gal-

Thére was 
nothing to be gained by minimizing 
the danger and he could assure the pre- 
mier that the desire for discussion was 
not in any way to minimize the main 
objects of the war. It was a symbol 
of the growing determination of the 
house and country that everything that 
could be done should be done to bring 


arliest possible moment.

The Germans are in pos- 
session of Belgium and part of France 
and Poland, and are now threatening 
our gallant ally, Serbia. What the

Colonel Reber 
testified that Captain Dennis P. Quilan, 
who was Goodier’s assistant at the 
judge advocate’s office, had told him 
the defendant had declared. with an 
epithet, that he would get Captain 
Cowan out of the service. f 

Colonel Reber explained that „he 
meant, by. writing Captain Cowan to 
“sit tight and draw his pay,” that 
Cowan was entitled to aviator’s extra 
pay, although he was not an aviator, 

Colonel Reber explained a statement 
that “it is embarrassing to me be-
